London. May 14. — Accortfing to spe- 


cial dispatches from Constantinople, 
the porte's reply to the British note 
promised to restore the status quo on 
the Sinai peninsula and- the delimita- 
tion of the frontier by Turkish and 
Egyptian officials now on the spot. Sir 
Nicholas O'Connor, the British ambas- 
sadoi*to Turkey, insists on the delim- 
itation by an Anglo-Turkish commis- 
sion. This is the demand the sultan 
is trying to evade, as it would ac- 
knowledge Great Britain's protector- 
ate over Egypt and the severance of

AFTER FIFTY YEARS. 


Property Awarded to Heir» of the 


Original Owners. 


Kansas City/May 14.—By a decision 


rendered by the, Kansas supreme 
court, property located just over the 
Missouri state line here and running 
to Kaw point, on the Kaw or Kansas 
river, valued at between one and two 
million dollars* was awarded to the 
heirs of the original owners. 
Much 


of the property, which is in what is 
known as the West Bottoms, is occu- 
pied by big concerns which must now 
vacate or purchase the land. The 
case has been in the courts for half a 
century. The land originally was set- 
tled upon in 1857 by Silas Armstrong, 
an Indian of the Wyandotte tribe, ifv- 
ing at Upper Saudusky, O. Several 
whites settled upon some of the land. 
Suits followed, ending in Armstrong 
disposing of the greater portion of his 
property. In time the river cut a new 
channel and left part of the land an 
island. Later the river resumed its 
natural channel and the island, with 
accretions, was settled upon by nu- 
merous business enterprises. 


Jewish Question. 


Odessa, May .14.—A dispatch re- 


ceived here from St Petersburg states 
that a conference between Jewish, 
Constitutional Democratic and labor 
leaders in parliament was held and it 
was agreed not to raise the Jewish 
question separately, but to comprise it 
in the general question of abrogation of 
national restrictions and class privi- 
leges, for which a bill is being drafted. 
As the result of the agreement Jewish 
and Polish members decided not to 
constitute national groups, but to join 
the Democratic group.

Joe Bailey of Texas 


Eloquent Senator Who Is Regarded by Many 


as the Ablest Man In Congress 


Personality of a Brainy Giant Famous as a Constitutional Lawyer, 


(lifted and Forceful Orator Who Carries His Audience by 


Storm—How He Got His Start In Life. 


W JXCOLN STEFFEXS in one of bis 
I 
periodic hunts for civic virtue 
\ j went to Washington. Why he 


should have expected to fiud this 


>earl without price in Washington no 
one knows. Possibly he did not, but 
was looking for its opposite. At any 
rate lie journeyed'thither and while on 
the ground concluded that he wduld 
find out who is the ablest man in con- 
gress. He may have taken up this sub- 
ject ^because of his failure to locate 
civic righteousness. He was certain to 
hid people with opinions as to the abil- 
ty of the various* solous, and it is not 
MO sure that be would have succeeded 
n locating anybody with ideas on the 
other question. If he had mentioned 
civic yirtue to them maybe the Wash- 
ngtonians would not have known what 
je was talking about. 


It is not related that Steffens con- 


cluded it as hopeless a task to discover 
intellectual astuteness in congress as 
to rake out his particular kind of right- 
eousness in the rest of the capital city. 
Possibly this was due to his lack of fa- 
miliarity with, congress. However that 
may be, he made the effort. 


•"Ablest Man in Congress." 


Being acquainted with certain mem- 


bers of the press gallery and knowing 
them to be men" who have eyes' to see 
anil who,use them for that purpose, 
Mr • Steffens asked the first member of 
the press gallery hie met as to whom 
he considered the ablest man in con- 
fess.

who talks like puttinf out\fir'e."; "Bai- 
ley, Bailey, Bailey!" more than a "dozen 
yells went up, and Bailey came forth 
and made one of the hottest speeches 
of his life. 


His Self Abnegation. 


The result of .that coup was more 


successful than Bailey had figured on, 
for the convention was 'deadlocked, and 
some one proposed to' cut :tne Gordian 
knot by nominating "the risin' young 
lawyer of these diggin's";himself. Bai- 
ley was there pledged to another can- 
didate and felt in honor bound to stand 
by his man. He therefore opposed the 
suggestion of his own\noinination, but 
it was of no avail; for'-the convention

proposed that they put the question' to 
the next ten members of the press gal- 
lery they met The result was that 
every one gave the same answer. The 
last of the ten was a reporter from 
Boston, and that settled it When a 
Boston man admits that anything good 
can come out of Texas that particular 
Texas product must be very good in- 
deed. 


There is no evidence that Steffens 


went to Bailey on the subject of civic 
virtue. If be had done so the Texas 
senator would doubtless have agreed 
that civic virtue is all right provided 
it is In strict accordance with the con- 
stitution. If it is unconstitutional he 
would have nothing to do with it. 


Bailey Is strong on the constitution. 


He is admitted to be the greatest con- 
stitutional lawyer in the senate. Even 
Spooner would admit it since Bailey 
got through with him. . 


The senator from Texas is also very 


much of a Democrat, both with a big 
"D" and with a little "d," We all 
know what Shakespeare said abont 
greatness, that "some are bom great 
come achieve greatness and some have 
greatness thrust" upon them." 
Well. 


Bailey got his democracy in all three 
ways. He was born a Democrat be 
achieved democracy, and be bad de- 
mocracy thrust upon him. In native 
parlance, '-lie jest couldn't escape it 
nohow." 


His Start la Life. ' 


Two stories are told of the manner 


In which Bailey got his start that are 
worth repeating. After he had settl<»d 
In Texas he was made « delate to » 
congresslonnl convention. He walked 
to the place of meeting end on the way 
came up with a. farmer, who asked the 


was stampeding in bis direction. Final- 
ly he struck on an expedient 
Mount- 


ing a chair, he announced that he was 
not yet twenty-live, the constitutional 
age. This of course settled, the mat- 
ter, and his candidate was named. In 
his self abnegation, however, Mr. Bai- 
ley had failed to state that he would 
have been old enough before the next 
congress met Two years later he an- 
nounced himself openly as a candidate 
and was nominated hands down. 


Bailey's first speech in congress was 


a revelation to the older members.* It 
related to the rules -committee, or 
"house machine," and so went into the 


j history and fundamental principles of 
the subject that it made the Texan 
who was then the youngest member ol 
the body, a marked man from that day. 
He was congratulated by leading men 
on both sides of the chamber, even 
Thomas B. Reed adding his praises. 


No Mean Antagonist 


When Bailey became minority leader 


of the bouse he was often pitted 
against Reed, *bo was then speaker 
The clashes of the two were worth a 
Journey to see. Reed was more nim 
ble and bad a keener and more sarcas 
tic wit, besides Iwing a more experienc 
ed parliamentarian, bnt the Texan'; 
solid <]uaHti<*s, his mastery of his snlv 
jects and his force as a debater made 
him no mean antagonist even for tbe 
man from Maine. 


After going to tbe senate Baile.v one 


day got into a controversy with tbe 
Jm-pressUtle Bevoridgc. 
The Texah 


thought he hnd been insulted by the 
H-wsier senator and aft<r the bodj 
l<Uo«rn<*<5 went to him and deman<l« 
I retraction. This Beveridge refused 


o give. Bailey thereupon gelzcd the 
ndiatta man by the throat and choked 
ilm rather severely. Other Heuiitora 
rushed between the two and led the 
Irate Texan away. 


Tbe upshot of this unfortunate af- 


fair came only recently. Senator Bai- 
ey wan offered the minority leadership 
of tbe upper house and declined It ou 
the ground that he was not sufficiently 
amiable, evidently referring to the 
Beverldge Incident. Despite his refusal 
of the formal leadership, however, Bai- 
ey Is the unquestioned minority leader 
of tbe United States senate. 


Admired His Nerve. 


Joseph Weldon Bailey was born In 


Copiah county, Miss., Oct. 6, 1863. He 
was a self willed boy and ran away 
from home to keep from going to 
school, but after roughing it for a time 
returned with a chastened spirit and 
set to work In earnest in gaining an 
education. So well did he succeed that 
be was admitted to the bar at the age 
of twenty. A year later "he was a dis- 
trict elector on the Cleveland and Hen- 
drlcks ticket. His native county did 
not furnish the field be* desired for his 
talents, however, and an uncle, Joseph 
Weldon of Philadelphia, sent the young 
man money to go to Texas. Bailey; 
hung out his shingle in Gainesville, 
Tex., in 1885. Dressed in the old time 
statesman garb—all of black, with long 
coat, low cut vest, white tie, broad soft 
hat—and hair hanging below his collar, 
the six foot youth made a sensation 
even in Texas. This garb had not 
seemed out of place in Copiah county, 
but it was a trifle exaggerated for 
Gainesville. In a saloon one day a 
cowboy made some remarks about the 
white tie. Bailey said nothing, but left 
the saloon. A few minutes later he re- 
appeared with a revolver. He invited 
any of the many cowboys present to 
make further remarks about the Bailey 
neckwear. None of them accepted the 
challenge, but they admired the nerve 
of the young lawyer so much that they 
have been whooping it up. for Joe Bai- 
ley ever since. 


In 1888 Mr. Bailey had -made enough 


of an impression in his adopted state 
to be chosen elector at large on the 
presidential ticket. Two years later he 
was sent to congress. He remained in 
the house ten years. In 1897 he was 
made, the Democratic candidate for 
speaker and as a consequence during 
the remaining four years of his service 
was floor leader for his party. 


In 1896 Bailey, was very much op- 


posed to the nomination iof Bryan, and 
some of Bryan's friends stated that it 
was because of envy. The Texan himr 
self said it was because Bryan was not 
a Democrat,,but a Populist .After the 
nominations were; made, however, Mr. 
Bailey loyally, supported the ticket. He 
wanted to retire from the house and 
from politics at that time, but his con- 
stituents would not permit it. 


Believes In Individual Liberty. 


President .McKinley once? invited 


Bailey and a number of otner house 
members to attend a: reception. The 
Texas man declined on the ground that 
he did not want to appear in evening 
dress. He resented that fashion should 
.dictate to him what he should wear at 
any time. He wanted Individual lib- 
erty in sartorial matters as well as in 
politics, religion and other things. At 
that time he wore the same habili- 
ments winter and-summer, morning, 
noon, evening, and at; all other times 
so far as known. Moreover, be believed 
that'the social 'life of 'Washington rob- 
bed-public .men .of their time, and be 
would have none of it The incident 
"caused the independent Texan to be 
made tbe butt of paragrapbers the 
country over. Since then Bailey has 
come to be more of a conformist in the 
matter of togs. He now dons a sack 
coat if he feels like it, wears ties of 
other hues than white, having been 
seen on more than-one occasion in a 
flaming red four-in-hand, and even 
puts on the conventional evening out- 
fit OB occasion. He also has 'bis hair 
cut in tbe prevailing mode. AH this 
shows that Senator Bailey is big 
enough to change his mind even in the 
matter of clothes, that he has recog- 
nized the truth that Independence Is 
not necessarily idiosyncrasy and that a 
man can be so independent that he 
need not seem so, at least to the ex- 
tent of flaunting it in minor and non- 
essential things. 


The biggest thing about Joseph W. 


Bailey, and he really is a big man in 
spite of some personal flaws, is that he 
sees the fundamental truths of the new 
school of liberty; he Is imbued with 
tbe distinctive spirit of Americanism; 
he is a convert to the gospel of de- 
mocracy. For example, he has a clear 
vision of the truth that governments 
do not make men. but men make gov- 
ernments: that the best thing. to be 
done for a people is to let them alone, 
throw them on their own resources and 
thus permit them to develop their own 
inherent powers. He also sees that fa- 
voritism of any sort, either in the 
making or administering of the laws, is 
tbe destruction of republican institu- 
tions. His thorough grounding of him- 
self In tbe constitution, which he re- 
gards as our political ark of the cove- 
nant has been a peculiar strength to 
Senator Bailey. In that be has caught 
tbe viewpoint of the fathers—that liber- 
ty is law, equally,- impartially and Just- 
ly administered. Xow, when he sees 
the farther fact that political freedom 
and industrial despotism cannot exist 
aide by side his political creed will be 
•well nigh impregnable. 


Mr. Bailey's rate bill speech Is nnl 


rersally admitted to have been one of 
the greatest ever delivered in the sen 
ate. 
The best part of it Is that in 


which he showed that tbe Inferior fed- 
eral courts bold their powers only from 
congress. In Washington tbe next day 
it was freely said that it had placed the 
Texas man In tbe presidential class 
and that if the Democratic party foJ 
lows tbe present talk of going south 
for its candidate Joseph W. Bailey will 
InevitabT/ be the man.

Former Kansas Citizen Tells of 


Conditions In Frisco. 


COURAGE OF PEOPLE ADMIKABLE 


fplrlt off '49 ReTlved In the Ilnnh to 


Rentore the Stricken City—Former 
Millionaire, Over Eighty Yearn Old, 
Trndcre* Daily Over California HUH 
on HU W«r to and From HI* Home. 


Charles F. O'Brien, a former Kansas 


City (Mo.) newspaper man, now in the 
real estate business in San Francisco, 
writes to a friend at Kansas City as 
follows about conditions in the stricken 
city, says the Kansas City Star: 


"My office is now the kitchen of a 


six room flat I have a camp stool and 
am the envy of many other people. In 
order that tbe camp stool may be with 
me tomorrow I shall fold it and carry 
it with me across the bay. 


"We are certainly doing business un- 


der difficulties, but we are doing it. 
San Francisco has resumed with a 
rush. Contracts for steel buildings are 
being let every day. This office, on 
Fillmore street, is the very center of 
the new activity. We have yet to find 
k large owner who wants to sell at 
any price. The order is unvaryingly, 
•Build.' All that may delay us now is 
lack of material—steel. Lumber, ce- 
ment, brick, sand and stone we have 
in limitless quantities. Steel -we must 
have, and the east must supply it. 
"With, plenty of material we shall ac- 
complish more in eighteen months than 
the world expects of us in five years. 


"TMe spirit of the people is amazing 


and their courage a thing to evoke the 
profound admiration of the world. We 
realize as we gaze at the miles of splen- 
did ruins that we have ahead of us a 
stupendous task, but we have discard- 
ed superfluous things, including fine 
raiment, and have buckled to the work 
•with the ardor that made the world 
stand still a moment to applaud the for- 
ty-niner. This is'49 again in many ways, 
and we find that many of our well fed 
millionaires have been concealing un- 
der their coats a physical energy that 
equals anything of which '49 could 
boast. 


"If you could see Daniel Meyer, 


banker, and before this calamity ten 
times a millionaire and eighty-two 
years old, trudging up over the Califor- 
nia hills every day on his way to and 
from his home, just as if horses were 
extinct and street cars unknown, you 
would in a measure appreciate the 
splendid spirit in which these people 
are, enduring this great trial. Mr, Mey- 
er is no exception fo the rule. Other 
bankers", other millionaires, other mer- 
chant princes, are doing their ten to fif- 
teen miles a day over rough cobbles 
without a murmur. My daily exercise 
Is from the ferry to Fillmore, and Fill- 
more to the ferry, in addition to the 
miles of walking rendered necessary 
by the yet very incomplete street car 
service, a matter of about twenty miles 
a day. And, behold, my physical ail- 
ments have vanished. 


"The homeless are now fairly com- 


fortable, and, as yon know, this cli- 
mate has few rigors. There is appar- 
ently an ample supply of tentage and 
bedding. But food supplies are needed 
and will be for some time. About 100,- 
000 people, perhaps more, who lost 
their all, are being housed and fed. 
This work. Is In the hands of a special 
relief committea with ex-Mayor James 
D. Phelan at the head. There isn't a 
man, woman or child in San Francisco 
who wouldn't trust his or her last dol- 
lar to 'Jimraie' Phelan. Every dollar 
intrusted to him will be expended prop- 
erly -and accurately accounted for. 
Though himself a very rich man, he 
lost heavily by the fire. 


"Phelan has given every moment to 


relief work since the first day of this 
calamity. He didn't even turn a hair 
•when informed that his big Market 
street building was being dynamited. 


"With such a man at the head of af- 


fairs the generous of other states may 
be assured that their charity will not 
be misapplied. The committee is dis- 
criminating to the extent of refusing 
Aid to ablebodied men. Both women 
and children must be cared for until 
normal conditions ensue, perhaps sev- 
eral months. Thus food supplies must 
continue to come or great suffering 
will follow. 


"We want the world to know this 


and also to know that where possible 
It is better to place the actual cash in 
the hands of the committee here, so 
that the supplies most needed may be 
purchased and there may be no excess 
of one commodity or shortage of an- 
other. Where desired and where sub- 
scriptions are large, we suggest that a 
representative be sent here to satisfy 
the givers that proper and economical 
use is being made of all subscriptions.'"

FUND TO AID STRIKERS 


Big Insurance Scheme From 


Which It Will Be Derived. 


CHIEFLY TO AID MEN ON STEIKE 


l/ni«B« Plan Outlined in Convention 


•f T«lec£Mpher« by Daniel I<n»noll 
Includes Every American Labor 
Vnlon In Itsj Scope—It Ham the In- 
dorsement of~9umu«l tiompers. 


At a recent session in Cincinnati of 


the Commercial Tologiaphers' Union 
of America a matter was proposed 
that is the first step toward the carry- 
Ing out of a tremendous enterprise, 
but intended to be for the benefit of 
all classes of union labor in the United 
States, says the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
The plan is a comprehensive one and 
involves millions of money in the end, 
that will be used for the support not 
only of widows and orphans of union 
men, 
but also for their aid in strikes 


or when out of work because of disa- 
bilities. 


The scheme was e\olved by Daniel 


Russell of the New York Union of 
Telegraphers. 
Mr. Russell submitted 


his plan to President Gompers of the 
Federation of Labor, and the latter 
thought so well of it that he'asked Mr. 
Russell to present the matter to the 
Commercial Telegraphers' union at its 
session in Cincinnati and request them 
to take the first step toward carrying 
it into effect. 


Basing his idea upon the fact that the 


recent exposures of insurance frauds 
had shown that capital of the great 
insurance companies is sometimes fur- 
nished to large concerns that employ 
workingmen to tide them over difficul- 
ties when there has been a strike, thus 
aiding the employers against unions; 
that there is little for the workingman 
in one of the large insurance compa- 
nies because they necessarily hold 
small policies and cannot get the bene- 
fits that the large policy holders do; 
that from the workingmen comes, in 
the first instance, the .money with 
which the large policy holders pay their 
huge premiums and that because of 
these things it has become necessary 
for lat»or to fortify' itself against capi- 
tal, be evolved the plan of an insurance 
company to be conducted by the unions 
of all classes of labor. 


His idea Is that it is necessary for the 


unions to educate their members into 
the business gradually. To do this 
each branch of laoor must form an in- 
surance adjunct to its union. After 
they have all got'to running nicely the 
fnnds of all are trf be merged into one 
gigantic corporation, the combined 
funds to be invested in such manner as 
to bring an increase sufficient to carry 
out the objects intended. 
These are 


that there shall be provided from the 
income a fund for sick benefits, one 
for death benefits, one for men out of 
work and, the chief one., to assist men 
when on strike. As the idea has been 
worked out theoretically it is the inten- 
tion to have the last mentioned fund so 
large that when there is a strike there 
shall be paid to the strikers a certain 
proportion of the wages they received 
while at work, say one-half, and thus 
assist the men to carry out their fight 
without entailing hardships on them 
and their families. It is not the inten- 
tion, however, to make the pay to the 
strikers of such an amount as to make 
it an inducement to strike. 


The further purpose Is to make the 


combined insurance company of the 
workingmen of such proportions that 
there will be no question but that it 
can carry out the ideas Intended and 
thus be able to strike a blow at capi- 
tal when necessary that will be felt 
and at the same time have a weapon 
that capital will be apt to respect and 
think about before it refuses to at least 
hear and consider the demands that 
may be made by union men when 
these demands are reasonable. 
Mr. 


Russell said he believed the plan could 
be carried out, not in a short time, of 
course, but that several years would 
be required to carry the plan into ef- 
fect 


As has been said, the Commercial 


Telegraphers' Union of America was 
selected by BIr". Gompers to take the 
first step in this plan, and it was done 
by the proposing of an amendment to 
the constitution whereby an insurance 
branch will be added to it. This will 
be taken up by a committee and even- 
tually will go to all the subordinate 
bodies to be acted upon. 


The idea was r<""eived with favor at 


the meeting, and Mr. Russell was com- 
plimented by many of the members for 
working it out. The committee ap- 
pointed will consider the subject and 
make a report.

William Livingston, who died at the 
age of 90 years, Friday night, in Free- 
port, 111., was not his father, William 
Rockefeller, passed away before the 
birth of John D Rockefeller, Jr., and 
he never knew the mysterious Illinois 
physician, and had never heard of him 
until the newspapers throughout the 
country had tried 
to establish 
the 


paternity. 


Wher a reporter called, the butler 


made the above statement and volun- 
teered the additional: 


"I know personally that this doctor 


was not the father of Mr. Rockefeller 
—not that I knew his father, but 
I 


have been in Mr. Rockefeller's employ 
for many yeais and can state positive- 
ly that the information is wrong. It 
is an injustice to Mr. Rockefeller for 
the newspapers to print such infamous 
lies." 


The reporter suggested that the pror 


per thing for Mr. Rockefeller to do un- 
der the circumstances was to come 
riqht out with a plain statement, tell- 
ing when and where his father died 
and the name under which he was 
binied. 


The response brought back was the 


following: 


Mr. Rockefeller wishes me to state 


to >ou tnat he does not care to go in- 
to any details upon the subject, and 
that he hope« that his statement that 
Dr Livingston was not his father will 
s-iffice.'" 


Frank Rockefeller, brother of John 


D.. in Cleveland, flatly denied the re- 
port, and added that the story of the 
relationship was as old as it was un- 
true.

Lawyers who 
claim to know something of the attor- 
ney general's intentions say that there 
is no doubt that he will at once inaug- 
urate a campaign under the anti-trust 
law that will spare nothing in the way 
of a combination, whether it be Stand- 
ard Oil, steel trust, ice trust or any 
form of combine.

Wife No. 1 and 
No. 3 are making a common fight and 
the grand jury will take up the case. 


Adkins Defeated. 


Lima, O., May 14.—In a bitterly con- 


tested open primary William E Toii- 
velle of Mercer county has undoubted- 
ly defeated Allen county's candidate, 
Charles H. Adkins. Returns received 
at headuarters here from Shelby coun- 
ty give Touvelle 182, Adkins 240; Mer- 
cer county reports Touvelle will have 
between 1,500 and 
2,000 plurality. 


Darke county is conceded to Touvelle, 
as is also Auglaize by at least TOO. 
Adkins does not expect to have more 
than 2,000 majority in Allen county.
